Plant dwarf, succulent, spineless and almost 
leaffless, scarcely cm. high, with globose 
main body 15-20 cm. diam., covered, 
except small area the centre, with very 
numerous crowded branches, forming hemis- 
pheric cushion, adult plants forming ir- 
regularly hemispheric mass diam., uni- 
formly green color; branches the centre 
very short, gradually lengthening cm. and 
more outwards and often giving rise side 
branches near the apex, 2-3 cm. thick, cylindric 
usually cylindric-clavate, very obtuse, covered 
with tubercles 5-8 mm. long, 4-7 mm. broad 
and about mm. high, obliquely conical, more 
less acute; leaves very small, soon deciduous, 
3-6 mm. long, about 1.5 mm. broad, linear, acute 
obtuse, thick and fleshy, flat slightly con- 
cave-channelled above, very convex obtusely 
keeled beneath flowers solitary axils tuber- 
cles, clustered apex branches sometimes 
solitary and terminal small side branches;

peduncles usually about mm. long, stout, per- 
sistent, (many them eventually developing 
into side bearing 5-7 bracts and in- 
volucre, glabrous; bracts about mm. long; in- 
volucre about mm. diam., reddish tips, 
with glands and toothed lobes, glands about 
mm. long and 4-7 mm. broad, palmately di- 
vided half their length into 3-6 white segments, 
the lower undivided part green. 

This Euphorbia represented here and there 
our So. California gardens some fine old 
plants and quite conspicuous, especially 
during the flowering period, (which here ex- 
tends from March May) when the white 
gland segments add color the plant. 

The name, the Euphorbia the Medusa-like 
head, refers Medusa, one the three Gorgons 
ancient Greek mythology, who had snakes for 
hair, this appearance probably being much more 
exaggerated plants grown European green- 
houses. 

Like many others similar character, this 
Euphorbia becomes badly distorted under arti- 
ficial cultivation that great confusion the 
names has been the result the attempted de- 
termination such plants, only when 
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Upper portion branch Caput-Medusae, Linn. nat. size. 


Young plant Caput-Medusae, Linn. 
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grown under natural conditions that their true 
characteristics are shown and when thus grown 
most them prove very interesting indeed 
and well worthy place the succulent rock 
garden, many them having proved quite 
home here. 

Medusae, Thunb.; tessellata, Sweet; 
Commelini, C.; Medusae Fructus-Pini, Haw., 
major, Haw., tessellata, Haw.; are some 
the synonyms this plant carries. 

Caput-Medusae, Linn. was probably one 
the earliest succulent plants introduced 
European gardens from the Cape, 
natural habitat such close proximity Cape 
Town, where its range extends from the shore 
the mountain slopes, and was known Hol- 
land least early the year 1700.

CACTUS VEGETABLE 

Most people think only the fruit the cactus 
which eaten and candy. Far more 
wholesome are the young cactus pads the common 
growing over the hills Southern 
California. 

Gather the tender, new pads about half grown, mak- 
ing sure they are bright, fresh and green. any spines 
are them, knock them off with sharp knife; then 
pare off the thin skin and cut dice. 

This prepared diced cactus can purchased some 
Mexican vegetable One just south the 
Old Plaza Church. The prepared vegetable cactus pads 
are called Nopals. 

Put the diced cactus Nopals cold water salted 
taste. Cook till tender (boiling rapidly) about twenty 
minutes. Drain and run cold water over them, wash 
off gummyness. 

While they are cooking, the sauce poured over 
them can prepared. For about two cups Nopals, 
use two tablespoons bacon fat, one medium sized 
onion, one small, green bell-pepper, two three small 
stalks celery, two three small, ripe tomatoes and 
three-fourths pound ground round steak (all vegetables 
diced small). 

Fry the onion the bacon fat light brown; re- 
moving the onion from the pan (as burns quick- 
the meat, well seasoned with salt and pepper 
(red pepper wished) any desired seasoning. Fry 
meat till brown and well crumbled, remove the meat 
the onion dish. Put all other vegetables (except 
tomatoes) the frying pan, add little more bacon 
fat needed, lightly fry these vegetables; then put 
all other ingredients, including tomatoes; pour over 
the Nopals and simmer minutes. Serve hot. 

Variations this dish can made follows: 

Place this preparation buttered casserole be- 
fore simmering, put light covering bread crumbs 
the top with grated cheese sifted over it. Moisten 


with hot water, with melted butter it. Bake 
minutes moderate oven. 


One-half cup brown rice cooked tender and 
seasoned may added before putting casserole, 
either mixing alternating layer mixture with 
layer rice. 


The fresh, green Nopals, uncooked, can added 
other green vegetables and used salad. 

This (Opuntia Occidentalis) puts 
out its best growth April, but watered regularly, 
will furnish juicy, tender pads throughout the early 
summer.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Question: Something wrong with plants. They 
will very green and healthy and gradually become 
brown and discolored. When new growth first appears 
also green, but soon turns brown. What could 
cause this? 


Answer: The primary cause your trouble evi- 
dently green-house thrip. These are tiny sucking in- 
sects that puncture the epidermis the plant, thus 
disfiguring well leaving open for attack 
bacterial fungus growths. The insect most prevalent 
can hardly discerned without the aid glass. 
However ,if one will look closely the infected plant 
they may notice very miniature black dots moving 
about. This not the entire insect, but its black, helmet 
shaped, thorac, the rest being such color that 
impossible see against the plant. reasonably safe 
control nicotine sulphate and bordeaux mixture. 
This should applied the evening and may used 
combination spray. Directions the company 
manufacturing the product should strictly followed. 
The nicotine sulphate controls the thrip while the bor- 
deaux mixture stops fungus bacterial growth. 
Question: very anxious obtain Haworthia 
maughanii, but cannot find one offered this coun- 
try.

You must also en- 
close the green and yellow tag provided the Govern-

Answer: There are many species cacti that will 
stand the climate Indiana for year around outdoor 
planting. The species Opuntia native the north- 
ern section the United States such 
fragilis and many others. 

are now experimenting with large list plants 
native cold districts which believe will grow 
outdoors the year around most any climate provid- 
ing they are planted the spring, and have full 
summer become established and further provided 
that the soil for their cultivation loose and well 
drained. 


The following list plants intend try 
several northern states next winter. you try any 
them will greatly appreciate hearing your suc- 
cesses failures. 

Many seedlings the more tender plants are now 
successfully grown New Jersey and elsewhere 
storing them cellars over winter. Some light 
course necessary, but that amount provided the 
cellar windows sufficient shelves for the plants are 
built near the window selected. Little water dur- 
ing the colder months induces dormant plants which 
have wonderful ability surmount obstacles. 

Lithops and related genera are very sensitive 
overwatering and cold, damp weather any water 
supplied would constitute overwatering. Try keeping 
them dry except warm, growing weather. 

The “Crown Thorns” splendens) 
loses all its leaves winter, but kept fairly dry 
will leaf out again the spring and will produce 
more flowers for having had the rest period. 

Stapelias also must kept dry cold weather and 


they dry and wither during this period not worry. 
little water the spring will fix them first class 
shape grow and flower.

with nine overhead sixty watt showcase bulbs, provid- 
ing plenty light. The inside temperature ran about

The upper rim the cup 
formed the single thickened gland, and inside 
are the interior series lobes and the crowded 
male flowers and their bracteoles. 

Roughly speaking, Ngamiland may con- 
sidered the northern limit the Kalahari 
Desert, stretching from Lake Ngami the 
Botletli River—that weird river which has been 
aptly described nowhere and flowing 
since the driest season the year 
flood, mysteriously rising subterraneous 
percolation and losing itself the sands the 
Desert. The upper reaches are called the Tam- 
alakan River, which wet seasons divides into 
the Lake River flowing the south-west into 
Lake Ngami and the south-east into the Bot- 
letii River, thus affording the phenomenon 
river flowing two ways!

The Kalahari Desert desert only reason 
entire absence any surface water during 
the greater part the year, for covered with 
vegetation—trees and bushes and luxuriant 
growth sweet grasses. Although for the 
greater part the year brown and dried up, 
during (December March) the 
desert blooms the rose, and, after the first 
few showers, the land carpeted with flowers. 
When was there, some forty years ago, Ngami- 
land was almost incognita the botanist, 
and out the 374 species which collected, 
proved new. The collection was de- 
termined the late Dr. Brown, and 
fully described Kew Bulletin No. 1909.
